New rules will be in effect for 
voters at the Sept. 15 election 


for absentee voters. 

“Absentee ballots cannot be 
picked up before the Friday be- 
fore the election,” she said. 

That doesn't mean that a voter 
can't request a mailed ballot or 
still come in and vote in person 
before the election if the voter 
plans to be out of town the day of 
the election. 

Those requesting an absentee 
ballot this fall will need to verify 
their address, voter registration 
number, and the last four digits of 
his or her Social Security number, 
Previously, voters, could give less 
information to pick up an absen- 
tee ballot. 

Also,a person.seeking an ab- 
sentee ballot for an immediate, 
family member will find it harder 
to do so. They must supply the 
voter's information as well as the 
requester's name, address, rela- 
tionship to the voter, entire Social 
Security number and a driver li- 
cense number. 

“And only the voter or an im- 
mediate family member will be 


permitted to request the absentee 
ballot,” says Ms. Buff.

mee River. The SOR project 
also contains the Kissimmee 
River project, which encom- 
passes land in the upper and 
lower basins and covers an 
estimated 88,000 acres. 

The district's objective is to 
acquire lands necessary to ac- 
complish this restoration. 
This figure and the project 
map will be developed and 
adjusted as surveys of the re- 
quired areas are completed. 
In some areas, lands beyond 
the restoration project have 
characteristics which match 
the Save Our Rivers criteria. 
The five-year plan includes 
these lands. There are areas 
the district owns that are in 
excess of the project needs. 
"These lands are not included 
in the maps of the project ar- 
eas included ih the report. 

The Kissimmee River, or 
lower basin, comprises the 
area required for the restora- 
tion under the governor's 
Save Our Everglades pro- 
gram. More than 57,000 acres 
in the basin represent the riv- 
er's historic floodplain. In the 
lower basin, the district has 
acquired real property inter- 
езїв їп more than 30,000 
acres. 

The district's rule govern- 
ing public use of SOR. and 
other district lands became 
effective in 1994 after more 
than a year of public discus- 
sion and review. The district 
developed a public use guide, 
which outlines the rule, the 
designated land-manage- 


were acquired 
before the Save Our Rivers 
funding began. 

The Kissimmee River once 
meandered 98 miles between 
Lake Kissimmee and Таке; ^ 
Okeechobee. 

After construction of the c- 

38 canal, the river became a 
nearly straight 56-mile long, 
300-foot wide, 30-foot deep Gy 
channel. A few remnant 
oxbows, or old meanders re- 
main along the canal. The 
construction altered more 
then 47,000 acres of wet- 
lands. The restoration will 
reestablish pre-channeliza- 
tion hydrologic characteris- 
tics along 52 miles of the orig- 
inal river channel and in @ 
24,000 acres of floodplain. 

Additional potential exists 
in portions of the river other 
than the targeted restoration. 
The project vision includes 
hydrologic restoration and 
enhancement of areas other 
than the river restoration. 

The Kissimmee River-val- 
ley may offer many opportu- e 
nities for public use. 

The strategy is to allow 
public use to occur at a level 
that does not impact upon the 
natural resources of the land. 

Security.is being provided 
for*much' of the land’ which 
the &teté agencies have àc- 
quired; The Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission is 
providing security for.some 
8,000 acres and private inter- 
ests provide security for an- 
other 22,500 acres. On-site 
caretakers provide security 
for yet another 17,000 acres 
of land.

They should be tender but 
firm. Rinse drain and cool.

Mark Foley 
Less than a week has passed 
since two members of the U.S. 
Capitol Police force were vio- 
lently killed trying to stop a 
madman from killing others in 
a rampage inside the United 
States Capitol. Like all of my 
éongressional colleagues - like 
all of America - the tragedy 
stunned and shocked me. And 
in its wake, we have been flail- 


ing around trying to find a 


"cause" and.a "cure" to ensure 
that so horrible an event can- 
not happen again. 

The first thing that came to 
mind was security. Was it lack- 
ing? Could we have done some- 
thing more to prevent Russell 
Weston, armed with a weapon} 
from barging into the U.S. 
Capitol in the first place? Yet, I 
concluded security around and 
inside the’ U.S. Capitol 
already is about the best there 
is. 


There is also some talk now 
about plowing millions-of tax- 
payer dollars into a “visitor’s 
хан which would be built 
underground and provide the 
main entryway into the U.S. 
Capitol for the thousands upon 
thousands of visitors who come 
yearly to see it. But that 
doesn’t solve the “security” 
problem - it only removes it 
further away from members of 
congress and their staff while 
doing nothing to protect the 
tourists themselves from 
potential violence. 

I don't think the issue in this 
case is security. I thínk the 
issüe is sanity - and what we 
as a society have, and haven't, 
done to help those with severe 
mental illness. 

No amount of security can 
protect any of us from à person 
who is out of control and vio- 
lent.

Streets. According to experts, 
most do fine; they continue a 
routine of medication and, in 
some cases, counseling, that 
helps them live productive 
lives. 

More than two million Amer- 
icans suffer from schizophre- 
nia, as Russell Weston appar- 
ently does. According to the 
National Alliance for the Men- 
tally Ill (NAMI), schizophrenia 
is a highly treatable disease; 
Studies show that after 10 
years of treatment, one-fourth 
of those with schizophrenia 
recover coinpletely, one fourth 
have improved considerably 
and a fourth have improved 
modestly. ы 

Schizophrenia, says NAMI, 
has a'treatment success rate of 
60 percent, compared with 41- 
52 percent for heart patients 
as an example. 

But there's a glitch. Accord- 
ing to the Treatment Advocacy 
Center, of the more than two 
million ‘Americans with 
schizophrenia, about 40 per-. 
cent are not receiving treat- 
ment at any one time.

bilitation for those who can @ 
recognize the need for care arid 
manage their illness; 2) 
aggressive community treat- 
ment programs that inelude 
outpatient treatment orders 
that require participation in 
treatment as a condition for. 
living independently for those 
who do not respond to out- 
reach and resist treatment; 
and 4) involuntary inpatient 
commitment for short-term 
hospitalization to treat and 
stabilize those whose illnesses ` 
leave them unable to recognize 
the need for care. " 

Whatever the conclusions, it 
is my deepest hope that the 
tragedy that did occur in the 
U.S. Capitol will begin a seri-@ 
ous national debate on how 
best we can shore up a flag- 
ging mental health system 
that has too many cracks into 
which people in need can fall - 
assuming they ever get into 
the system to begin with.

Prescribed fires -'ones 
that fire managers start on 
purpose and are not intense 
wildfires - need to be conduct- 
ed periodically to burn off the 
accumulated under story vege- 
tation and dead litter that 
fuels wildfires.

But staging prescribed fires 
is becoming tougher. “You have 
to try to avoid having smoke 
block visibility on highways, 
and you have to be concerned 
about causing health problems

“Landowners are afraid of 
being sued over health prob- 
lems caused by prescribed fires 
and over damage if the fires 
get out of control. Also, as sub- 
divisions are being built into 
forests, it becomes impractical 
to stage controlled burns in 
those areas.” 

Finally, regulations limit 
prescribed fires, Gholz added. 
“You can only burn under cer- 
tain conditions - when the tem- 
perature, humidity, wind speed 
and wind direction are right. 
The.U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency now also regu- 
lates the amount of smoke that 
is permitted.”
